south through the alley. He called to 
,hem to halt. He received in reply the 
report of a pistol, when Joe banged 
iway at the robbers and gave chase. It 
was a chase in the dark, and Joe fired at 
the burglars again, this time to kill, but 
the fellows got away. The firing attract- 
ed the attention of Officers Curran and 
Devore, who were standing on the Milli- 


& Co. corner, and they hastened to 


tbe alley to find Joe puffing over the 
fruitless chase for the robbers. There 
was only speculation as to what the 
thieves hud accomplished, but when the 
owners of the stores above named came 
down, it was discovered that the thieves 
had entered the establishments by tak- 
ing out a section of the skylight over the 
rear of each btore.
